HEAR ABOUT PLAY 
AND RECREATION 



C. H. English Speaker at 

Meeting Sponsored by 

Citizens' Committee. 



OPEN FORUM RETAINED 



Old play programs are obsolete 
and the need for their remaking 
is urgent. Youth today has a 
different background than the old- 
er generation ; its mental age has 
advanced three years, the result 
being that old ideas and classifi- 
cations no longer work. Recrea- 
tion work is really a form of edu- 
cation and is connected with the 
whole field of experience. 

Such in general were some of 
the ideas broached by Charles H. 
English, executive director of the 
Playgrounds' Association of Phil- 
adelphia, in discussing the sub- 
ject of recreation before a repre- 
sentative gathering of Narberth 
citizens at the school auditorium 
last Thursday. The meeting was 
sponsored by a citizen's commit- 
tee interested in gaining com- 
munity support for increased rec- 
reational facilities in the borough. 

"At supervised playgrounds a 
new type of education is going 
on," Mr. English said. "It has 
probably been carried farthest in 
private schools and in most cases 
consists of active participating 
recreation, types that can be car- 
ried over into later life. 

"Youth today has a far differ- 
ent background, it is able to en- 
dure more and under a certain 
superficial smartness possesses 
keen intelligence. Too often par- 
ents have neither the training nor 
the disposition for proper child 
training, which is more ably 
handled by State agencies." 

The increase of leisure result- 
ing from the five-day week, to- 
gether with the great develop- 
ment of commercialized recrea- 
tion, have an important bearing 
on the problem, the speaker point- 
ed out. 

A plea was made for increased 
participation by adults in the play 
life of their children. The adult 
attitude of dignity was scored as 
one which interfered with partici- 
pation. 

"If we can offer to our youth," 
Mr. English said in conclusion, 
"the leisure now generally 
achieved for their play life and 
plant in that period of adventure 
a type of activity that will carry 
over into their adult life and be 
active and participating, we will 
have gone a long way toward 
creating a healthier and happier 
state of society." 

A few suggestions as to how 
Narberth could better utilize its 
facilities were made by Mr. Eng- 
lish at the conclusion of his talk, 
among them being the increased 
use of the school playground as 
a center for the smaller children ; 
supervision of the younger chil- 
dren's play by the teachers; lay- 
ing emphasis upon leaders rather 
than equipment; and as regards 
equipment, having the best as far 
as possible.

RECREATION BOARD 
GOES INTO HUDDLE 



Many Opinions Voited at Well 

Attended Open Meeting 

Monday 

SEE PROGRESS MADE 



A public meeting of the Recre- 
ation Board held in the Council 
Chamber, Elm Hall, on Monday 
night, attended by some 30 citi- 
zens of the borough, generated 
considerable discussion of Nar- 
berth's recreation problem. Aside 
from giving residents a chance to 
air their views on what should be 
done, little was accomplished. 

The need for considering the 
problem in the light of a com- 
munity enterprise received warm 
support, while another well-re- 
ceived opinion was to the effect 
that we want "the best that can 
be had for our children." 

The necessity for a program 
was emphasized by Kenneth L. 
M. Pray. "If we find out what 
the facts are first, what we need, 
what the community wants, then 
it will be time enough to consider 
where we will get the money to 
carry out our plan and how much 
of it can be put into operation 
immediately with what we now 
have available." 

Several suggestions were made 
such as baseball leagues among 
the boys, an athletic council to 
govern all sports in the borough 
and controlling all athletic equip- 
ment, a skating rink on the play- 
ground, a swimming pool, as well 
as extended discussion of tennis 
courts. 

The question of paving Haver- 
ford avenue west from Essex was 
mentioned, whereupon the major- 
ity opinion tended to favor the 
ending of that street at Conway 
avenue and turning the remain- 
der into playground. One of the 
advantages, it was pointed out, of 
the playground at present consist- 
ed of the fact that there was a 
roadway on only one side, which 
was used to any appreciable ex- 
tent. Paving Haverford through 
to Wynnewood road would in- 
crease the danger to users of the 
playground. 

The meeting was presided over 
by Col. I. A. Miller, president of 
the Recreation Board. Messrs. 
Kaeber and Fretz and Mrs. F. W. 
Stites comprised the other mem- 
bers of the Board present. 



Explains Mystery of Stream Flowing by 

Railroad Between Merion and Overbrook 



(The stream zvhich follows the 
railroad track bctivecn Merion and 
Overbrook has, no doubt, aroused 
the curiosity of many commuters 
on the Main Line. Here is an 
answer to that curiosity from a cor- 
respondent who wishes to preserve 
anonymity. — The Editor.) 



I suppose that most new-comers 
to this section observe the brook at 
Overbrook Station, flowing parallel 
with the railroad track, and just 
visible to travelers westward bound. 
Says Mr. Townsend in his book 
called The Old Main Line, "then 
came City Line Station, where the 
tracks crossed a creek, and whenj 
later a culvert was built for it, the 
new station was appropriately called 



'Overbrook.' 

"This waterway called Mill Creek 
in the Hopkins' Atlas of 1881, starts 
from a spring in the Convent 
grounds at Merion, and is found in 
the yard of Mrs. Percy L. Neel, by 
another stream coming from a 
spring at about the junction of Oak 
and Avon roads, Merion. It is 
largely an open brook from North 
Rockland road to City Line, and 
many stately mansions have been 
erected along its banks during the 
last decade. In dry weather it is 
insignificant in size, but during and 
after a rain it soon becomes a raein? 
torrent, for nearly all the rainfall 
reaches the brook, as the land ad- 
jacent is underlined with clay,

Banquet Is Monday 

The annual testimonial banquet 
of the Narberth Fire Company to 
its active members will be given 
Monday night at Elm Hall. Due to 
the slightly reduced size of the 
main room, not as many people can 
be accommodated as was formerly 
the case. Reservations may be made 
up to Saturday night for this affair 
which is always unparalleled in the 
community life. 



Beginning next fall the eighth 
grade of the Narberth Junior 
High School will be sent to Low- 
er Merion Junior High under the 
same conditions as now apply to 
the ninth grade students from the 
borough. The Narberth School 
Board agreed to this arrangement 
at its February meeting last Fri- 
day night ; the Lower Merion 
School Hoard having already rati- 
fied this step. 

At the end of next year the 
principalship will also be reorgan- 
ized on the basis of an elementary 
principal. George H. Wilson, 
principal of the Narberth Schools, 
was re-elected by the Board for a 
further term of one year. 

The instruction committee of 
the board and the principal are 
now working on a plan for the 
reorganization of the school teach- 
ing staff necessitated by the send- 
ing of the Narberth eighth grade 
to Lower Merion. In connection 
with this, the Narberth kindergarten 
which has been housed for the past 
two years in the community building 
will be removed next fall to the 
main building at Essex and Sa- 
bine avenues. 

W. Russell Green was re- 
elected to his post as solicitor for 
the school board. 

The resolution unanimously 
passed by the board is as follows: 

WHEREAS, The Ninth Grade 
of the Junior High School is now 
being sent to Lower Merion, and 
the Narberth School is not fully 
organized as a Junior High 
School, necessitating the services 
of special teachers for a limited 
number of students, 

AND, as there would appear to 
be some benefit from an educa- 
tional standpoint if the Eighth 
Grade of the Junior High School 
were sent to Lower Merion, giv- 
ing them the advantage of the 
enlarged plant and facilities and 
the same instruction as students 
of Lower Merion Junior High 
School, 

AND as the authorities of the 
Lower Merion School District 
have stated they will be glad to 
take the Narberth Eighth Grade 
students under the same terms 
and conditions as now applying 
to other Narberth students, 

AND as it is felt that the Nar- 
berth School should be reorgan- 
ized on the basis of a seventh-grade 
school, with a kindergarten, 
which would then place the Nar- 
berth School and the Lower Mer- 
ion Schools on a comparable 
basis of seven grades in the Ele- 
mentary School ; two grades in 
the Junior High School and three 
grades in the Senior High 
School, 

AND as the kindegarten is 
now located in the Community 
Building and is separated from 
the main school, involving an ex- 
penditure of $400 per year for 
the use of these quarters" 

THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED, That effective with 
the school term beginning Sep- 
tember, 1929, the Eighth Grade 
Narberth students be sent to the 
Lower Merion Junior High 
School under the same terms and

Section Rich in Sites Made Famous 

By Presence of Father of Country 



If the walls could swell with pride 1 
there would be within the district 
known as the Main Line more than 
cne badly warped, age-mellowed 
structure today — birthday of George 
Washington and the one occasion 
each year when the whole nation 
pays homage to the life and achieve- 
ments of the first President. 

Considering that the walls thus 
affected are parts of structures once 
glorified by the presence of the il- 
lustrious Father of the Land, the 
allegorical manifestation of vanity 
would not be withoqt justification. 

There are in the United States 
few communities richer in Wash- 
ingtonian history than, the Main 
Line and of the comparatively few 
Revolutionary period landmarks 



still standing the Main Line boasts 
of many, particularly inns. 

Proximity of Valley Forge and 
Philadelphia, Cradle of Liberty, has 
tended to lessen the historical im- 
portance of Main Line ground, 
made sacred by the footprints of 
Washington. But when one con- 
siders that Main Line families to- 
day are Hying under roofs, which in 
their original state, sheltered the 
Commander-in-chief, and that every 
24 hours hundreds of motorists 
drive over Main Line thoroughfares 
tha.t once thundered with the hoof- 
beats of Washington's steed, the 
conviction grows that the district 
deserves no minor place in the 
Washington historical documents.

Where Do We Stand? 

Three informal meetings during the 
past week or ten days testify to the in- 
terest of the citizens of Narberth in the 
problem of recreation and suitable play 
opportunities for the children of the 
borough. The consensus of opinion at 
all meetings has been that "something 
should be done about it" What it is 
that should be done there is no agree- 
ment about at present 

The necessity has been urged, and 
rightly, we think, of attacking the prob- 
lem as a whole, as one which concerns 
the entire community. Recreation 
means more than a couple of tennis 
courts, more than equipment or person- 
nel, more than any one item isolated 
from a comprehensive whole. Not that 
we minimize the good points of these 
individual things. The recreation prob- 
lem it seems is too big and too im- 
portant to be attacked in a piecemeal 
fashion. 

In setting out to tackle our problem 
it would seem the logical thing to do 
to see what has been accomplished by 
other communities similarly situated. 
Lansdowne has been mentioned as one 
which has worked out a good recrea- 
tional policy. Why not make a survey 
of what has been done by our neigh- 
bor, then making allowance for points 
of difference, see how such a program 
could be applied at home? 

There are from 800 to 1000 chil- 
dren in the borough between the ages 
of six and sixteen. This fact alone is 
ample reason for the need of an ex- 
tensive recreational program. The 
streets are no fit place to play and with 
a beautiful open piece of ground in our 
midst there is no need for street play- 
ing. Adequate supervision is generally 
admitted by experts to be an essential 
part of any play program. Such super- 
vision need not_ be deterrent, but con- 
structive — showing the boys and girls 
the proper way in which to do things 
so that they may derive the greatest 
proficiency and enjoyment from their 
games. 

The Recreation Board has evidenced 
its willingness to co-operate with the 
citizens of the borough as is demon- 
strated by Monday night's meeting. 
That it is not discouraged in its at- 
tempt to provide adequate supervised 
recreation for the school children dur- 
ing the summer months by last year's 
poor response is shown by preparations 
for this summer. The Board rightly 
feels that expenditure on recreation 
must be justified. 

In itself the Recreation Board is 
purely an administrative and advisory 
body having no funds of its own. Any j 
program or plan, however, calling for 
increased recreational facilities devel- 
oped by the board or an advisory com- 
mittee and having sufficient backing in 
public opinion would be hard to thwart 
for long.

From Overbrook to Gray Ferry's 
it is enclosed within large pipes with 
inlets for surface water. Thus out- 
wardly the brook has changed, 
though inwardly remaining the 
same, a true example of the old line 
from the poet, "Men may come and 
men may go, but I go on forever." 



Main Line Has Wealth 
of Washington Legends 

CONTINUED FROM THE FIRST PAGE 

"Worth Fighting For." 

Sentiment born of the knowledge 
that the community has actually felt 
the dignified presence of Father of the 
Land therefore adds to the significance 
of February 22 on the Main Line — 
the beauties of which were once de- 
scribed by General Washington as 
"truly worth fighting for" — and creates 
in the minds of the residents a deeper 
feeling of patriotism and loyalty to- 
ward George Wasbingtou. t 

History records some of Washing- 
ton's movements and visits on the 
Main Line, and unquestionably it omits 
some. There is in the Washington 
archives at the national capital a letter 
in his handwriting bearing the head- 
ing "at Buck Tavern, 3 P. M.. Sep- 
tember 15, 1777." Buck Tavern is now 
an apartment house on Lancaster ave- 
nue near Buck lane in Haverford. 

In the Buck Tavern letter Washing- 
ton wrote: "We are moving up this 
road (Old Lancaster road) to get be- 
tween the enemy and Swedes Point 
(near Norristown)." 

Various histories relate that Wash- 
ington and his army encamped on the 
night of September 14, 1777, in Price's 
field, beyond the Old Merion Friends' 
Meeting House, Montgomery avenue 
and Meeting House lane. The field is 
marked by a tablet, placed by the 
Merion Chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, bearing the 
legend, "On this and adjacent ground 
Washington's army encamped on Sep- 
tember 14, 1777." 

Guest at Several Taverns. 

Records are at variance on where 
the Commander-in-Chief spent the 
night of the 14th. Some assert he 
slept at the General Wayne Tavern, 
still standing on Montgomery avenue 
near the Old Merion Meeting House, 
while other historians contend he put 
up with Lafayette at the Price house, 
about which his army was encamped. 
All agree that he remained near his 
men and therefore the fact is accepted 
that he was accorded the hospitality 
of one of the early Merion families or 
hostelries. 

Sorrel Horse Tavern, now a building 
on the George H. McFadden estate at 
Villanova, was often distinguished by 
the presence of General Washington, 
a tablet on a small bridge near the 
mansion tells us. It reads: 

"During the encampment at Valley 
Forge in the darkest days of the revo- 
lution the nearby stone dwelling, then 
the Sorrel Horse Inn, with warm and 
patriotic welcome sheltered often as 
its guests Washington and Lafayette." 

The historic Gulph Mill, still stand- 
ing at Gulph Mills, undoubtedly is an- 
other place hallowed by Washington's 
visits. It was there that the ammuni- 
tion for the American army was stored 
and there that Washington's army en- 
camped a week before going into win- 
ter quarters at Valley Forge. A tab- 
let on a memorial rock placed there is 
inscribed with this record: 

Camped at Gulph Mills. 

"The main Continental army, com. 
mandedby General Washington, en- 
camped in this immediate vicinity from 
December 13 to December 19, 1777, 
before going into winter quarters at 
Valley Forge." The tablet was erected 
by the Pennsylvania Society of Sons 
of the Revolution in 1847. 

Available histories failed to tell if 
Washington ever visited at the home 
of Charles Thomson, secretary of the 
Continental Congress, who resided at 
"Harriton." now the George Vaux es- 
tate near Bryn Mawr. It is stated that 
Thomson accompanied Washington on 
his inaugural trip and then returned in 
retirement to "Harriton."

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Theater Group Scores Two Successes 
in Three Plays Presented at Belmont, 
Scene of Plateau Players' Old Triumphs

Theaters are haunted— haunted 
not only by the ghosts of players 
who have taken the last curtain 
call, but by those who have left 
that particular stage, perhaps for- 
ever, to tread other Thespian 
boards. It was for this reason 
that I was reluctant t. : . attend the 
premiere of the Main I_ine Rep- 
ertory Theater at Belmont Man- 
sion last Friday evening. 

Memories crowded in on me 
of the remarkable productions I 
had witnessed there by Plateau 
Players under the leadership of 
the versatile if eccentric Walter 
Greenough. 

Plays like — Anthony and Anna, 
Wedding Bells, In The Next Room, 
Enter Madame, Love in a Mist, The 
Truth About Blayds, On the Hiring 
Line, Marx the Third, The Nciv 
York Idea,' till ics of the Field, Mary 
Mary, Quite Contrary, ThcMarrying 
Mood, The Mollusc, A Woman of 
No Importance, Expressing Willie, 
and The Queen's Bedroom, plays 
running from gruesome mystery to 
light farce cannot completely escape 
the memory of the beholder. 

Actors and actresses like Wal- 
ter Greenough, the droll and de- 
lightful E. G. Cholmeley-Jones, 
the youthful and endearing Mrs. 
Horace T. Greenwood, Jr., that 
remarkable comedienne Ethel 
Kingsley Nice, the radiantly gor- 
geous Jeanne Blackburne, the 
solemnly confused Mrs. Norman 
MacLeish who always had her 
tongue in her cheek, the sedate 
Paul Myrick, the perfect butler or 
lord of the manor, the enchant- 
ingly seductive Mrs. Fitzwilliam 
Sargent, the tenderly lovely Eliza- 
beth Barringer, and the vivacious 
Mrs. George Gordon Meade, 
Charles H. Sweizerhof, Leonard 
C. Brothers whose genuine Ox- 
ford accent charmed all hearers, 
Louise Evarts, Nat Davis, Nancy 
Herkness, Louise Weill, Sarah 
Boardman Nickol, Paul D. Fleish- 
er, Ellen Meredith Taussig, the 
buffooning Maurice du Marais, 
and Mrs. George Upton Favorite 
— such a company as these and 
the man}' others whose names I 
have forgotten could not fail to 
make a great impression in the 
field of semi-professional drama- 
tics. Is it any wonder that after 
seeing such players at Belmont I 
approached another company 
with some qualms? 

Three Plays Presented. 
On Friday night the new group pre- 
sented three one-act plays, a sort of his- 
trionic hors d'oeuvre. directed by Ada S. 
Bomberger. The average for the evening 
was 66 2-3 per cent. Not exciting, but 
let's consider GO per cent, passing for the 
first time. The first play, Christopher 
Morley's Rehearsal, was very flat, so 
weak that I wondered whether I ought 
to stay for the other two. The parts 
were interpreted by Richard Y. Medary, 
Emily R. Gray, Elizabeth B. Cunning- 
ham, Edith M. Perrin, Marjorie J. 
Karpeles and Herbert F. Straton. Chris- 
topher Morley deserves better treatment. 
There wasn't a bright spot in it and the 
climax was so unconvincing that I felt 
the play needed a second act. The sec- 
ond play was Susan Glaspell's Suppressed 
Desires, which is so delightful that no 
one could fail to be amused by it. In 
addition to this the acting was so good 
that the piece was an amazing contrast 
to the one which had gone before. Mar- 
ian Sponsler in the role of Henrietta 
Brewster was a most convincing char- 
acter. Robert B. Ely, III, as Stephen 
Brcxvster was fine and will improve with 
age. Lois Horn as Mabel was good, 
though her shocked surprise might have 
been a bit tt'ore shocked to be really 
authentic. All of this trio were bright 
and deserve more notice. 

"The Rope" Well Played. 

The last play, Eugene O'Neill's The 
Rope, was quite as well played as the 
second. The cast was Georgette C. 
Archer as Mary, Staats Cotsworth as 
Abraham Bcntley, Margaretta Gibbons 
as Annie, James M. Bruning as Pat

Devotional Life During Lent Is 

Topic of M. L.Sunday School Meeting

candies, or other things during Lent. 
Miss Mary Simms, head of the 
diocesan commission on religious 
drama, was the third speaker. She 
pointed out that in line with the de- 
velopment of religious drama in the 
church, before the stage diverted it 
to its own purposes, the story of 
Bible characters and episodes is be- 
ing effectively told children in 
schools by means of pageants, pan- 
tomimes and plays.
